and shot Sarah while she was clinging to 
George for protection, and if this tale is 
made to stick, and the letters, telegrams, 
etc., produced to show Cora was not ex- 
pecting Sarah to get off at Dorchester, 
and evidence brought to light (as it is 
claimed will be) to show Cora did meet 
them at Dorchester, then the whole case 
will assume a new phase. The maximum 
punishment of Graham as accessory af- 
ter the fact would be but live years.
